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Operation  Desert  Shield  is  more  than  a month 
old  at  this  writing.  We  know  from  unclassified  infor- 
mation and  news  releases  that  I MEF  - a Marine 
Expeditionary  Force  that  will  total  between  30,000 
and  45,000  Marines  is  forming  on  the  Arabian  Penin- 
sula and  in  the  Persian  Gulf  area. 

The  actions  or  inaction  of  Iraq’s  President, 
Saddam  Hussein  - the  man  who  has  invaded  and 
seized  Kuwait  and  who  has  seized  American  citizens 
as  hostages  and  shields  - may  determine  whether  our 
fellow  Marines  go  to  war. 

The  Marine  Corps  organization  for  combat  and 
our  prepositioned  war  supplies  allowed  the  Corps  to 
arrive  quickly,  ready  to  defend  Saudi  Arabia.  This

potential  conflict  is  vastly  different  from  Panama 
where  American  forces  quickly  ousted  Manuel  Nori- 
ega.

Army. 

America  no  longer  has  a draft  in  place  to  fill 
the  ranks  of  our  Armed  Forces.  Our  DEP  is  the 
Corp’s  replenishment  system.  Not  only  are  we  tied 
emotionally  to  our  Marines  in  the  Middle  East,  we 
must  be  prepared  to  support  them.  For  the  6th  Ma- 
rine Corps  District,  that  translates  into  shipping  the 
best  prepared  young  Americans  we  can  find  to  the 
best  basic  training  in  the  world  at  Parris  Island-our 
contribution  to  Marine  Corps’  readiness. 

We  are  recruiting  and  preparing  future  Warri- 
ors for  the  opportunity  to  perform  as  U.S.  Marines  in 
combat.  Find  the  best,  get  them  prepared  for  Parris 
Island  and  their  Marine  Corps  future.

Lifesaver  - Robert  D.  Sumner,  Jr. 


The  quick  actions  of  an  Asheville 
Marine  helped  save  the  life  of  an  elderly 
man  in  a local  eating  establishment  recently. 

Sergeant  Robert  D.  Sumner,  Jr.,  RSS 
Asheville,  was  area  convassing  at  the  local 
mall  when  he  stopped  to  eat  at  a restaurant. 
Denal  Brazil  and  her  76  yr.  old  husband, 

Bill,  were  sitting  nearby.  In  the  middle  of  his 
meal,  Mrs.  Brazil  jumped  up  and  screamed  . 
for  help. 

“I  didn’t  know  what  was  happening,”  said 
Sgt.  Sumner.  “She  was  standing  behind  him 
and  hitting  him  on  the  back.  She  screamed 
loudly,  asking  for  help  for  her  choking  hus- 
band, he  said.  “Everyone  else  in  the  place  was  . 
just  looking  at  her  in  disbelief.” 

Sgt.  Sumner,  sitting  two  chairs  away, 
jumped  to  his  feet,  and  ran  to  the  man. 
Instantly,  he  pulled  him  from  his  chair  and 
applied  the  Heimilich  Maneuver.”  According 
to  Sumner,  it  took  several  attempts  to  get  the 
one  inch  piece  of  chicken  dislodged  from  the 
victim’s  throat. 

“At  first  I wasn’t  sure  that  it  was  going  to 
work... I just  kept  trying  to  free  his  airway. 
Fortunately,  it  did. 

Grace  Brazil,  the  daughter-in-law  of 
the  couple,  praised  Sumner’s  actions.  “My 
father-in-law  is  very  frail  from  several 
strokes,”  she  said.  My  mother-in-law  was 
trying  to  do  what  she  could  to  help  her  hus- 


band, but  if  Sgt.  Sumner  hadn’t  reacted  the  way  he 
did,  he  probably  wouldn’t  have  been  with  us  today. 

This  lifesaving  act  is  not  an  isolated  one  for 
Sumner.  In  1986,  the  Hendersonville,  N.C.  native 
was  credited  for  saving  another  life.  While  sta- 
tioned in  Okinawa,  Sumner  applied  first  aid  to  a 
Japanese  man  who  fell  from  a 25 -foot  ceiling 
while  installing  wiring.

Sumner,  an  embarkation  specialist,  related 
the  incident  occurred  much  the  same  as  the  most 
recent  one.  “People  were  standing  around  looking 
at  this  man  lying  motionless  on  the  floor.  A 
woman  screamed.  I ran  to  the  man  to  investigate 
his  condition.  It  appeared  that  his  heart  had 
stopped,  so  I immediately  administered  CPR. 
Fortunately,  his  heart  starting  beating  again  and 
medical  personnel  soon  arrived  on  the  scene. 
Sumner  received  a Navy  Achievement  Medal  for 
his  actions. 

“In  both  instances,  I used  the  first  aid  that  the 
Marine  Corps  has  taught  me.  I was  taught  both 
CPR  and  the  Heimilich  Maneuver.. .they  have  cer- 
tainly paid  off."

—Iraq  has  about  265,000  soldiers  in  Kuwait  and  contiguous  areas. 


-The  U.S.  has  about  100,000 forces  deployed,  including  about  45,000  Marines  ( ashore 
and  afloat).

Ocean  and  USS  Eisenhower  Carrier  Battle  Group  is  in  the  Mediterranean. 

4 Aug  - USS  Independence  Carrier  Group  en  route  North  Arabian  Sea. 

6 Aug  - SECDEF  travels  to  Saudia  Arabia  to  discuss  request  for  assistance  and  deployment 
of  U.S.  forces  in  country.  SECDEF  then  travels  to  Egypt  and  gets  permission  to  send  U.  S. 
warships  through  the  Suez  Canal. 

7 Aug  - USS  Saratoga  Battle  Group  and  Battleship  USS  Wisconsin  depart  east  coast  on 
scheduled  deployment.  USS  Eisenhower  Battle  Group  transits  Suez  Canal  en  route  to  the 
Red  Sea. 

8 Aug  - The  President  of  the  United  States  orders  troops  to  Saudi  Arabia. 

10  Aug  - F-16’s  from  Shaw  AFB  and  C-130’s  from  Pope  AFB  begin  arriving  in  Saudi  Arabia. 
Flospital  Ships  USNS  Mercy  and  USNS  Comfort  activated  and  prepare  to  deploy. 

12  Aug  - F-15E’s  deploy  to  the  area.  Army’s  11th  Air  Defense  Artillery  Brigade  arrived  in 
the  Middle  East. 

13  Aug  - USS  Wisconsin  transits  Strait  of  Gibraltar  en  route  to  the  Persian  Gulf.  4th  Marine 
Expeditionary  Brigade  (MEB),  embarked  on  amphibious  ships  and  departs  east  coast 
ports. 

14  Aug  - 1st  Marine  Expeditionary  Force  (MEF)  Command  Element  and  7th  Marine  Ex- 
peditionary Brigade  (MEB)  arrive  in  Saudi  Arabia.  KC-10,  KC-135,  RC-135  and  AW  ACS 
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aircraft  arrive  in  the  Middle  East.  Elements  of  1st  MEF  and  1st  Marine  Division  and  3rd 
MAW  depart  for  region.  Hospital  ship  USNS  Comfort  deploys  for  the  Middle  East. 

15  Aug  - USS  John  F.  Kennedy  Carrier  Group  and  USS  Saratoga  Carrier  Group  transits 
Strait  of  Gibraltar  en  route  to  the  Mediterranean  Sea.  First  MEB  departs  Hawaii.  F-117A 
announced  to  be  deployed  to  the  Middle  East.  Ships  from  Maritime  Prepositioned  Squadron 
2 (Diego  Garcia)  begin  unloading  in  Saudi  Arabia.  Hospital  Ship  USNS  Mercy  deploys  to 
the  Middle  East. 

16  Aug  - Multi-national  maritime  intercept  operation  began  intercepting  ships  going  to  or 
from  Iraq.  Army’s  3rd  Cavalry  Regiment  deploys. 

17  Aug  - MSC  Fast  Sealift  Cargo  Ships  Altair  and  Capella  depart  Savannah,  Georgia  car- 
rying the  24th  (Mechanized)  Infantry  Division.  USS  Wisconsin  transits  Suez  Canal  en  route 
to  the  Persian  Gulf. 

19  Aug  - Secretary  of  Defense  Cheney  announced  that  VADM  Henry  H.  Mauz,  Jr.,  USN, 
Commander  U.S.  Seventh  Fleet  assumed  new  duties  as  Commander,  U.S.  Naval  Forces 
Central  Command.  He  will  control  all  U.S.  naval  forces  assigned  to  the  U.  S.  Central  Com- 
mand, to  include  the  Maritime  Intercept  Force. 

22  Aug  - The  President  of  the  United  States  authorized  the  “Call  Up”  of  members  of  the 
selected  Reserve  (including  Naval  and  Marine  Corps  Reservists)  to  active  duty  in  support  of 
Operation  Desert  Shield,  or  by  filling  critical  military  support  vacancies  in  the  United  States 
and  elsewhere.  USS  Saratoga  Carrier  Battle  Group  transits  Suez  Canal  en  route  to  the  Red 
Sea. 

24  Aug  - USS  Wisconsin  transits  the  Straits  of  Hormuz  into  the  Persian  Gulf. 

26  Aug  - United  Nations  Security  Council  votes,  without  dissension  to  allow  use  of  military 
force  to  uphold  trade  embargo  on  Iraq.  The  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  U.S.  Central  Com- 
mand, Gen.  H.  Norman  Schwarzkopf,  established  his  headquarters  in  Saudi  Arabia.

Putting  your  High 
School  Lists  to  Work

Now  that  we  have  leaped  into  the  new 
school  year,  one  of  the  recruiter’s  immediate 
challenges  is  obtaining  high  school  lists  for 
prospecting.  The  recruiter  may  ask...  how  can  I 
maximize  the  use  of  my  lists?  One  way  is  to 
use  the  lists  for  telephone  prospecting.  This  is 
an  excellent  marketing  vehicle  that  allows 
recruiters  a personal  communication  promoting 
the  challenges  and  benefits  of  the  Marine 
Corps.  But  what  if  we  can  multiply  the  capabili- 
ties a good  list  provides  by  attracting  young 
men  through  the  mail? 

The  RSN  Program 

Recruiters  can  greatly  increase  the  value 
of  their  lists  by  submitting  a copy  into  the 
Recruiter  Supplied  Names  (RSN)  Program. 

The  RSN  Program  generates  a quality  mailing 
allowing  the  recruiter  a second  opportunity  for 
a personalized  sales  message. 

Since  the  best  way  to  find  out  if  a young  man  is 
interested  in  the  Corps  is  to  ask  him,  that’s 
exactly  what  each  mailing  does.  The  mailing 
invites  young  men  to  respond,  requesting  more 
information.  Then,  as  soon  as  the  response 
comes  in,  appropriate  fulfillment  literature  is 
sent  to  the  prospect,  and  a PPC  is  sent  to  the 
recruiter.  This  one-to-one  communication  is 
vital  to  the  recruiter’s  sales  presentation.  Addi- 
tionally, the  process  of  reaching  our  market 
through  the  mail  is  the  most  cost-effective 
medium  for  generating  qualified  leads  for 
recruiter  follow  up. 

The  RSN  goal  for  recruiters  is  to  submit 
100  % of  high  school  seniors  prior  to  Decem-

ber,  and  100  % of  juniors  prior  to  June.  Junior 
and  Community  College  names  and  directories 
should  also  be  submitted  as  they  allow  us  to  tap 
the  “high  quality”  market.  To  submit  names,  first 
ensure  that  the  list  contains  the  complete  name, 
address,  city,  state  and  zip  and  line  out  female 
names  as  they  are  not  mailed  to.  Fill  out  the 
Recruiter  Submission  Checklist  and  forward  the 
list  to  your  RS.  RSNs  are  tracked  by  school  year 
and  monitored  to  ensure  a list  is  submitted  for 
each  Priority  I,  II  and  III  high  school. 

What’s  the  bottom  line?  Recruiters  will  be 
enhancing  their  contracting  efforts  by  putting 
those  valuable  lists  to  work  through  the  Re- 
cruiter Supplied  Names  Program.
